In­ 
deed, if It were discovered before or dur­ 
ing a political campaign or lf the laving 
were the direct result of the TV A yard­ 
stick policy or some other governmental 
action, the politicians would not hesitate 
to crow about it. 
Hut it so happens that the $637,000,000 
saving was accomplished through the un­ 
spectacular, unpolitical, unheralded and un­ 
sung activities of a few engineers with the 
financial hacking of a few rugged Individu­ 
alists. 
The saving was achieved in the autom o­ 
bile industry, and the m anner and method 
of its accomplishment conveys a lesson 
that hears directly on the course of future 
recovery 
in 
America. 
It 
bear* 
on the 
question of price, of payrolls, of economies, 
of salesmanship— in fact, the whole thing 
is worth studying as an example of what 
can be done in America without govern­ 
ment ald and in spite of governmental in­ 
terferences. 
Back in 1928, there were approximately 
3,250,000 cars sold to the American public 
and 
the 
total 
cost 
was 
$2,926,500,000, 
while in the year ending Not. I, 1936, there 
were sold Just about the same num ber of 
new motor cars 
at 
a 
total 
cost 
of 
the 
American 
people 
of 
only 
$2,283,500,000. 
Everybody will concede that this saving of 
$637,000,000 has been accomplished by an 
actual Improvement In the quality of the 
American automobile, both in speed and 
comfort. 
Hut most people will he sur­ 
prised to learn that this has been brought 
about without cutting the total num ber of 
persons employed and without any appre 
liable difference in the payrolls. 


T H U S , In 1928, there were 435.000 men em 
I 
ployed- in the motor Industry, and In 
1936 there were 442,000. 
As for the payrolls, the figure for 1928 
was $742,000,000, and In 1936 the payroll 
reached $736,000,000 and Is still going up. 
Here, then, we have an increase in effi- 
clenry without a drop In payroll or num ber 
of employed hut with a diminution of price 
to the American people and a hefter product 
for the price than ever before. What sort of 
phenomenon is th is’ 
The answer Is to be found in (lie four re 
markable books published by the Brookings 
Institution within the last two years, where­ 
in Is offered the biggest single proposal yet 
made for the Improvement of America's 
economic conditions. The automobile Indus 
try's experience I* concrete proof of how the 
Brookings theory has worked and can be 
made to work—and substantial profits can 
be earned besides. 
For it Is a m atter of public knowledge that 
the motor car companies are making money, 
declaring dividends. Increasing payrolls and 
paying out bontises to deserving employes. 
The Brookings idea, in brief, is that, If 
money wages are forced up too rapidly, there 
will be an economic breakdown because the 
articles sold will have to bear an increased 
price, lf, however, real wages are increased 
—which means adding purchasing power by 
a reduction in the prices of articles that 
wages can buy—an increase in real Income 
is given to the consumer. 
Now, there is no Intention in the Brook, 
lug* report to convery the impression that 
money wages should not rise On the con. 
trary, the argum ent is made that 
they 
ehould likewise be increased wherever pos. 
sible, but not at a rate that Increases the 
cost to the consumer faster than all the 
groups of consum er! can meet those costa 
out of their wages. 
Obviously, it is contended, the way to 
bring prosperity Is to Increase the purchas­ 
ing power of as many groups as possible at 


the same time, and this can best be done in 
many 
cases 
by 
reducing 
the 
prices 
of 
articles bought so that the individual family 
can buy other articles with the savings. 


'T'HUS, motor car* have become an India- 
I 
pensable part of the budgets of the 
American 
family. 
Motor cars 
would 
be 
bought nowadays even at the 1928 prices, 
but those people who would he able to 
afford them would not have as much money 
available for other purchases. 
W hst the motor industry really baa done 
is to put $637,000,000 that might have gone 
into automobile purchases into the pockets 
of the consum ers for purchases of other 
articles. 
Other 
producers, 
other 
sellers, 
other companies have had their sales In- 
creased or the slack taken up in their pre­ 
vious year of low sales because of the $637,. 
000,000 now made available, not through the 
generosity, 
but 
through 
the 
engineering 
efficiency of the automobile makers. 
The Brookings principle might not apply 
to all Industries or all businesses, but, at a 
time when there Is a psychology about raia- 
log prices In order to absorb higher labor 
charges, the question might well be asked 
whether greater and greater efficiency Is 
not. after all, going to be required in .the 
coming years, and by efficiency one do*s 
not mean production technique so much as 
proper use of selling methods and a better 
understanding of markets. 
Businessmen will say, of course, that it 
is hard enough to find economies and to in­ 
crease payrolls and to keep prices down 
when the government comes along and puts 
on more and more taxes. Doubtless the an 
swer to this will be the education of the 
American people about the extent to which 
federal and state taxes are hidden in the 
selling 
prices of goods and articles bought. 
Maybe that will tend to force federal and 
state taxes down. 
Take gasoline, for example 
Due to re 
m arkable research and efficiency in the re 
fining of oil, the American motorist in the 
last 15 years has been given an economy of 
nearly 60 percent, that Is to say gasoline 
that uaed to cost 26 rents a gallon is ac 
tually sold today, apart from 
taxes, for 
about 13 cents a gallon. 
Y et the motorist 
pays somewhere around 18 cents, and In 
some localities the price is higher

F THE tax Item were eliminated, there 
W’ould he so mtieh of a demand for gnso 
line arui so many more motor cars needing 
gasoline that America’s oil fields would not 
he troubled much with the proration or 
curtailm ent of production fhut 
has been 
disturbing the oil controversy for the last 
few years. 
And speaking of taxes, there is no doubt 
that the American 
motor car 
would 
be 
bought by more people and at a much lower 
price than cars can be bought today lf It 
were not for taxes Thus, In 1925. the direct 
taxes on automobiles amounted to $391,630,. 
025 and the Indirect taxes came to $325,257,- 
942, or a total of about $717,000,000. 
This year, the direct taxes have gone up 
slightly, so that they are $395,981 415, but 
the indirect faxes have risen to $935,176,942, 
or a total of about $1,330,000,000. This in­ 
cludes state registration fees, state gasoline 
taxes, federal excise faxes, personal prop­ 
erty taxes on motor vehicles 
Automotive 
taxation, of course, is not based on capacity 
to pay. but It hits the person of low income 
Just as much as the person of high income. 
It is estimated that a large proportion of 
the tax money is paid by persons earning 
less than $2,000 a year. 
Private 
Industry 
has 
demonstrated 
through the automobile that, without gov­ 
ernment subsidy or aid—the motor Industry 
doesn't want any tariff protection and didn’t 
want the XRA—a successful contribution 
can he made to the economic life of the 
country. But if taxes are added more rapidly 
than Industry can find ways of absorbing 
the new costs, auto production must decline 
and along with It gasoline consumption as 
well.

Certainly there are arguments to support 
such a thesis. The President himself was, 
In far more than the ordinary sense, the 
Issue of the campaign His policies, running 
so directly toward concentration of power, 
were well known to the people. And the 
answer was an almost unanimous electoral 
college, and a congress In which only h cor 
porel's guard of the opposition party stir 
vlves. 
More than that: the candidate ha* open 
ly expressed lits opposition to the logic .if 
important decisions of the supreme court. 
He had openly asked for the passage of 
legislation, regardless of doubts of Its con 
h ttt ut Iona I it y. 
And his fellow citizens re 
elected him by the biggest popular plurality 
in history. 


I OOHING at these facts, as they stand un 
L embellished and unqualified. It Is eas> 
to conclude that the people have given Mr. 
Roosevelt a m andate to rule, and that he 
will proceed to carry that m andate Into ef­ 
fect with vigor. 
This may be. indeed, the correct conclu­ 
sion. Yet there are certain qualifying cir­ 
cumstances, which really should be noted 
carefully. 
One is the circumstance that party labels 
do not mean what they once meant. 
The 
new congress will he overwhelmingly Demo­ 
cratic In the sense that the vast majority 
were elected on the Democratic ticket. But 
it will be much less overwhelmingly new 
deal. 
Even under ordinary conditions, it would 
be remarkable if one man could dominate 
a party made tip of such numbers, and in 
eluding such varying types of opinion. 
A 
generation ago, when the Republicans be­ 
gan to have great congressional majorities, 
it split into groups and blocs. The natural 
supposition would ho that any other party 
so situated would do the same. 
The conditions are not, further more, o r­ 
dinary. Some of the most Influential m em ­ 
bers of congress, 
within 
the 
Democratic 
{tarty, hnvc been openly against most of 
the new- deal. They supported Mr. Rouse- 
velt for reelection with the specific re ser­ 
vation that they would oppose henceforth 
those policies with which they disagreed. 
Possibly the devastating character of the 
1936 majorities may convince them that 
they must go along. The general character 
of these men themselves, however, argues 
strongly to the contrary. The balance of 
proof is indicative of far more trouble on 
capitol hill than the election returns re- 
motely hint.

'H E expectation that conto essionai lines 
will stiffen is upheld by two additional 
circumstances. One is th,at Mr. Roosevelt 
now is In his second term, not his first. 
The other Is that the emergency which led
